Demand of Farmers for Reme- 


dial Legislation Gums 
Wheels of Congress.

Legislative Jam 


Tntil thc present congress got into

"VH'ith proposals for a. protective tariff re- 
siding in the hands of Congressman Ford- 
ney there is danger of going -to extremes 
which would be quite unjustifiable. It is 
said that Mr. Pordnpy's general tariff bill 
as it will be reported in the honse connnit- 
tc" provides a greater degree of protec- 
tion than was given to American industry 
under the Payne-AJdrich act. Tariff legis- 
lation of this character would be detri- 
mental to our commercial interests abroad,
